REMARKS 


Claims 13 and 19 are canceled. Claims 1, 4-6, 10-12, 14-18 and 20 are amended to 
correct informalities in the claims and claim 1 is further amended to delete the non-elected 
subject matter. Claim 21 is added. Support for claim 21 can be found in the original claims. 
Upon entry of the amendment, claims 1, 4-6, 10-12, 14-18 and 20-21 will be all the claims 
pending in the Office Action. 

In response to the restriction/election requirement set forth in the Office Action dated 
August 5, 2002, Applicants elect, without traverse, to prosecute Group II, claims 1-3 and 7-9 
drawn to piperidine compounds. Further Applicants elect compound 41 as a species of the 
claimed compounds. All pending claims read on the elected species.
